The second is: 
“The Republican party dem ands th e 
adoption and enforcem ent of proper 
laws regulating nom inations; securing 
to every m an the right to express his 
choice for the candidates of the party 
to 
which he 
belongs—w hether the 
nominations are made by a direct pri­ 
m ary or a delegate or a m ass conven­ 
tion.” 
The N ecessity for Reform. 
At the present time there are no 
uniform rules touching the selection 
of delegates. 
Sometim es they are 
chosen by county conventions, some­ 
times by the people, and som etimes 
by the candidates themselves. 
W hen 
a candidate selects his own delegates 
they become often a political asset 
which he may use as he wishes to help 
him self and his friends and hu rt his 
opponents. 
Such a delegation often 
divides its vote equally between all 
the candidates for one office. 
For 
practical purposes they might as well 
not vote at all. 
Sometim es a group of 
candidates holding 
personal 
delega­ 
tions form a combination and domi­ 
nate the convention. 
It is to reform 
these abuses that the state com m it­ 
tee is comm anded to formulate a body 
of rules “suitable and proper,” to the 
end that a m ajority vote in a conven­ 
tion shall represent the real and free 
choice of a majority of the delegates. 
T he idea of investing a body of men 
with this power is draw n from our 
election laws. 
There the chairm en of 
the political parties choose men who, 
with the governor, m ake the state 
board of election commissioners, and 
who supervise the election of state 
officers. 
It is quite natural to give to 
the state- com m ittee th e power to su­ 
pervise the party nom inations which 
are of interest throughout the state. 
And it is not improbable th at the leg­ 
islature will give to these party regu­ 
lations the quality of law. 
A Fundamental Doctrine Declared. 
The other declaration is of equal 
impc rtance. 
It Is th a t every m an has 
the right to express his choice for the 
candidates of his party, and dem ands 
both the adoption and enforcem ent of 
proper laws to *arry out this doctrine 
and enforce this right. 
The conven­ 
tion did not and could not well form u­ 
late the details. 
It is not the province 
of a great convention to convert itself 
into a legislative body. 
It is enough 
that it declares a fundam ental doc­ 
trine and direc ts its application to be 
made through the legislative and ex 
ecutive departm ents. 
The basic doc­ 
trine is that the people acting Individ 
ually m ust have the right under the 
laws to make choice of their party can 
didates. 
The method of m aking the 
nominations is left w here it now rests, 
in the people. 
Many counties in this 
state follow the convention method;

“It is easy enough for an engineer to 
show ability in New York or in othei 
big towns where he can get about al) 
the tools and conveniences ever devis* 
ed. It is when an engineer finds him 
cd f la the wilds of a jungle* or up iii 
the mountains, hundreds of miles from 
civilization, that his own natural in 
genuity and invention count,” said a j 
veteran engineer to a youngster who 
had boon admitted to the ranks of the 
Engineers’ club. 
“Down iu Surinam, Dutch Guiana, 
where the arrival of a sailing schooner 
causes 
a 
sensation, 
where a 
mail 
steamer enters the muddy harbor once 
In two weeks to tarry two hours to get 
rid of its mail and to take on a few 
passengers, there was once a young 
American engineer who showed that 
he had the proper spirit of invention to 
advance him to the front ranks of the 
profession. 
Like all the best Inven­ 
tions, his was the simplest one. aud it 
was one that was widely talked about 
among the profession to the credit of 
the inventor. 
“To understand the story properly 
you need a trifling insight into Suri­ 
nam and Its habits. Here Indians may 
be seen on the streets wearing only a 
breechcloth. 
The white population In 
so scarce that all are thrown together 
as lf in one large family, Englishmen, 
Americans. Germans, Dutchmen and 
Frenchmen all combining together and 
forming clubs and society to keep 
themselves from dying of slicer lone­ 
someness. 
“In this primitive town there was a 
man who held the splendid monopoly 
of owning a large scow. 
That, up 
there, seems a remarkably small thing 
to lie proud of, but the value of even a 
scow- depends entirely upon where the 
scow is and what it will cost to replace 
It. This particular scow had been built 
by American ship carpenters sent es­ 
pecially from the United States at I 
great expense. There was not another 
scow in the entire harbor, and about 
all of the heavy river work to be done 
for tho city and plantations and f i n ­ 
ing companies was done by this on** j 
vessel. Its loss, therefore, would have 
been not only a severe one for tho own­ 
er, who had a monopoly of the busi­ 
ness in those days, but it would have 
been little short of a national calam­ 
ity. 
“One day, while the scow was an­ 
chored in midstream, r ie of those 
smashing black squall* lor which the 
tropics are famous broke over the riv­ 
er. aud for twenty minutes you could 
not see ten feet away or hear a man 
shouting at your elbow. 
When the 
storm finally abated, the scow was not 
to be seen, and it was found she had 
gone down, deck load and all. To most 
of us there seemed about as much 
chance of raising tile vessel as there 
would be to raise an ocean steamer 
sunk in the middle of the Atlantic. 
“It was about this time that the 
young engineer took a hand in the 
problem. 
He asked the dimensions of 
the scow and avos told that it was 12 
by GO feet, and then he announced that 
lf the owner would provide him with 
four men he would raise the scow for 
a certain sum of money. 
The bargain 
was made, though the contractor re­ 
fused to say how he would go about 
the job. 
“Now, you must know that aside 
from the ebb and flood tide, which al­ 
ternate every six hours, there is also 
what is known as a spring tide. 
This 
comes with the full of the moon, and it 
has tile effect of making a higher flood 
tide than any during the month. 
Tire 
opposite to the spring tide is the neap 
tide, and tbnt happens at the dark of 
the moon, with the effect that at no 
other tide during the month is the ebb 
tide so low as it lf at that time. 8the 
difference in the height of water be­ 
tween the ebb at neap tide and the 
flood at spring tide is considerable. 
“The engineer waited uutll neap tide. 
On that day he towed a number of logs 
down the river. 
These he anchored 
over the scow anti sent men below to 
fasten chains to one side of the scow, 
and these he fastened to the logs on 
the svh-face. Then In* w ilted patiently. 
As the spring tide approached be tow­ 
ed other logs down the river until he 
had enough to make quite a raft, and 
on the day of the highest tide all the 
logs were tied together aud fastened. 
The tide rose steadily, sun! the more it 
rose the mere the raft went down un­ 
der the strain of tilt* pull on the chains. 
At last. Just as it seemed that the raft 
was unequal to the occasion, it wa# 
seen to bob up violently, and a moment 
later there was a commotion in tha 
water, and the scow appeared. 
W hat 
had happened, of course, was this: Th* 
chains {Milling upward on one side of 
the scow tilted it more and more uutll 
the deck load began to slide off, and 
finally, when all the stones had slid in­ 
to the river, the scow came up under 
Its own buoyancy. The remainder was 
simple. The vessel was towed to tbs 
shore, w here it was hauled up on the 
sand, and when the w ater receded 
holes bored into the hull caused the 
scow’ to empty. Later the holes were 
plugged up agaiu. and the old ship was 
as tine as silk.’’--New York Times. 


Herlong Trbliey Collision. 

June 23.—A score of 
persons were injured last night in a 
collision of trolley cars at Chestnut 
Hill, a suburb, but, the majority of the 
victims proceeded to their homes after 
being treated at a hospital. 
One car

Both cars were crowded with 
passengers, who were piled in an in­ 
discriminate mass by the force of the 
impact. 
Most of the passengers are 
suffering from contusions and shock.

Story o f F r a n k H atton W h e n He B e­ 
c a m e P o stm a ster G en eral. 
“Frank Hatton was a great stickler 
for details,” said a former representa­ 
tive of congress who had been in 
Washington when Mr. Hatton was 
postmaster general the other day, “and 
when he entered the cabinet in the lat­ 
ter part of Arthur's administration he 
carried this habit with him. Ile let it 
be known among the heads of bureaus 
arid divisions that he proposed to fa­ 
miliarize himself with the business of 
the department until lie had grasped 
all the details of the work over which 
be presided. 
“The second day at his desk the ven­ 
erable colored messenger who attended 
him brought the usual large bundle of 
letters to be signed. It was a pile of 
typewritten epistles. Inches thick. The 
messenger placed them before Mr. H at­ 
ton and, with a blotting pad in hand, 
stood waiting for tho signature, as be 
had done for Mr. Hatton’s predecessors 
since Hayes' time. The first letter wa* 
a long one on a topic with which the 
new postmaster general was not famil­ 
iar and so formal, legal and involved 
that one reading did not make its 
meaning clear. Mr. Hatton hesitated, 
wrinkled his forehead and mused to 
himself: 
“ ’W hat’s this all about anyway? It’s 
til news to me. I don’t know whether 
I approve of tile things it says or not 
I can’t make head cr tail out of it. I 
don't know whether it’s a good thing or 
not.’ 
“The old messenger, standing with 
bletting pad Bilged, leaned over and 
placed his forefinger on the space at 
the end of the last page and answered: 
“ ‘Well, neither do I, but you sigD 
your name there.’
